THERE'S A MORAL in th is Amish dilem­ 
ma fo r Oh io ans — an u npleasant o ne. Here 
is th e So u th ’s pro blem o f desegregatio n in 
rev er.sp. and Oh io is making no mo re h ead­ 
way with it th an Mississippi, Geo rgia, Lo u ­ 
isiana and Alabama are making with th eir 
pro blem. 
Oh io Amish do no t want to be integrated. 
Th ey want to stay segregated, and th ey ar­ 
dently want “integratio nists” to let th em 
alo ne. 
Th e Amish are no t u nfriendlv . Th ey are 
no t h o stile. Th ey are no t misch iev o u s and 
certainly th ev aren't malicio u s. Bu t th ey do 
want to be let alo ne, to edu cate o r no t to 
edu cate th eir ch ildren as th ey please. 
Th ere are times wh en Oh io ’s co mpu lso ry 
edu catio n pro v isio ns, th emselv es, seem to 
h e th e tro u ble, no t o nly with Amish edu ca­ 
tio n bu t with pro blems o f edu catio n in gen­ 
eral. Bu t u nless th e General Assembly is in 
th e mo o d fo r a general rev isio n, it h ad bet­ 
ter no t try to do a piecemeal jo b o n th e 
Amish .

among Ohioans who have been beating their 


heads against the stone wall of Amish re ­ 


sistance to m odem education to bequeath the 


problem to the General Assembly. 


We doubt that legislators will be able to 
do 
any 
better than 
the 
educators, 
law 
enforcers and judges. The latter finally have 
come to the end of the line by ruling that 
the injunction method is no way to m ake 
Amish children attend approved schools. 


This is the net effect of the Ohio Suprem e 
Court ruling in the Hardin County case — 
that ooeration of Amish schools which fail 
to co. ie up to state standards cannot be 
stopped by court injunctions. Previously, in 
Ohio it has been clearly established that the 
problem of sub-par education could not be 
solved by trying to punish Amish parents 
through taking their children out of their 
custody. 


FN ALL PROB\B!LFTY. then the question 
of w hether Amish children should be al­ 
lowed 
to attend 
schools 
operated 
under 
Amish standards is not going to be an­ 
swered in Ohio at all. 


The only conceivable way the G eneral As­ 
sem bly could answ er it would be to rew'rite 
the entire com pulsory education section of 
the Ohio statutes dealing with education By 
the tim e law m akers had carved loopholes 
large enough to give the Amish the freedom 
from m odem education they insist on hav­ 
ing they would have destroyed the standards 


that m ake compulsory education meaningful. 
Fortunately, 
the 
Amish 
problem 
is n t 
statewide. It is scattered; it is local. The 
Amish are one of only a few m inorities with 
religious convictions that bar even elem en­ 
tal subject m atter in schools. Their inbred 
and system atic state of ignorance of the 
world is not an acute problem, thanks to 
their policy of living to themselves, taking 
care of one another and staying out of pub­ 
lic affairs. 


TH ERE S A MORAL in this Amish dilem ­ 
ma for Ohioans — an unpleasant one. Here 
is the South s problem of desegregation in 
reverse, and Ohio is making no m ore head­ 
way with it than Mississippi, Georgia, Lou­ 
isiana and Alabama are making with their 
problem 


Ohio Amish do not want to be integrated. 
Thev want to stay segregated, and they a r­ 
dently want “ integrationist*" to let them 


alone. 
The Amish are not unfriendly. They are 
not hostile. They are not mischievous and 
certainly thev aren’t malicious. But they do 
want to be let alone, to educate or not to 
educate their children as they please. 
There are tim es when Ohio’s compulsory 
education provisions, them selves, seem to 
be the trouble, not only with Amish educa­ 
tion but with problem s of education in gen­ 
eral. But unless the General Assembly is in 
the mood for a general revision, it had bet­ 
ter not try to do a piecem eal job on the 
Amish.

Thanks to a policy of holding nothing back 
and risking the possibility of a failure w it­ 
nessed by the whole civilized world, the

with a space feat that was at best an anti­ 
clim ax to the world-girdling trip the Soviet 
Union says Maj. Yuri G agann m ade last 
April 12 
The scientific comm unity has been will­ 
ing to accredit the G agann feat, because 
it checks with known possibilities and with 
reports that Russian astronauts had been 
engaged in this project unsuccessfully since 
last fall. 
But outside the scientific com ­ 
munity there has been no acceptance of the 
claim the feat was perform ed, because it 
was not m ade credible by freedom of in­ 
form ation 


FN THE ABSENCE of the depth of detail 
m ade available to all m edia of com m unica­ 
tion during and after the Shepard exploit, 
skeptics have had no choice but to raise 
the question w hether Maj. G agarin actually 
did what he was said to have done. Where 
was the proof? W here were the witnesses? 
There continues to be a suspicion that the 
Russians finally cam e so close to doing what 
everybody had known they were trying to 
do that they claimed a success they never 
had; that Maj. G agann was substituted for 
a Russian astronaut who did not survive 


the first orbital expedition 
or perhaps for 
one unable to appear in public after the 
experience. 
These doubts formed when details w ere 
lacking 
There w ere no pictures of G aga­ 
rin’s space capsule 
Descriptions of what 
happened 
to him dunng the ascent 
and 
descent of the capsule were lacking. No­ 
where in the m ajor’s account were there 
any of the personal com m ents that give cred 
ibilitv to personal reports. And there w;ere no 
eyewitnesses, no offers to show films or to 
share data 


NO ONE would take anything awav from 
Maj. G agann if he circled the earth. The 
scientific comm unity, which recognizes no 
national houndanes. wants to give him and 
his associates full credit But it has not been 
easy. 
Secrecy has 
m ade 
it 
difficult. 
Comdr Shepard’s feat, on the other hand, 
has been accredited bv the entire world. 
even though it was insignificant com pared 
to the G agann feat — if G agann actually 
accomplished the feat. 
Secrecy and suppression are the parents 
of doubt 
Am ericans have never had a clearer illus­ 
tration of the benefit of freedom of infor­ 
m ation than the first flight in space by an 
Am erican 
It has been an unexpected and worthwhile 
bonus for a way of life that always has

Function 
of 
the 
Public 
Schools in Dealing With Religion." 


Although the report was issued 
in 1953, the sam e com m ittee — 
composed of prominent clergymen 
of the

and 
Jew ish faiths — has continued its 
studies 
every 
year 
since.

further reports have been made 
public but it is understood that 
the m ain principles 
outlined 
in 
the 1953 report are being adhered 
to today.

report was based 
on

questionnaire sent to 1,233 educa­ 
tors all over the country — chief 
slate school officers; superintend­ 
ents of schools, nearly ail in cities 
of over 50.000 population; presi­ 
dents of state or municipal col­ 
leges or universities; 
presidents 
of church - related or independ­ 
ent colleges or universities; presi­ 
dents of state teachers colleges 
and deans of schools or educa­ 
tion or heads of departm ents of 
education in all types of higher 
educational institutions. 


Useable responses were receiv­ 
ed from 555, or 45 per cent of 
the total who received the ques­ 
tionnaire 


THE PURPOSE was to get the 
facts and to find a solution. The 
report speaks of religious teach­ 
ing in the public schools aa “ a 
persistent 
unsolved 
problem ," 
and says: 


“ In actual practice one finds 
m any activities which

assumption 
that religion has been excluded 
from the public school program 
F o r exam ple.

A demonstration of the first 
D-H vacuum treatment unit in 
America was held late Thurs­ 
day morning at the M i d I a n d 
Works of the Crucible Steel Co. 
for some 50 members of the 
press. 
Its importance to users of spe­ 
cialty steels was discussed dur­ 
ing a technical session in the 
afternoon at the Beaver Valley 
Country Club, Beaver Falls. 
During the plant tour, visitors 
saw a 170 - ton heat of open 
hearth steel processed through 
the unique unit, which improves 
the quality of steels by remov­ 
ing harmful impurities. 


E. A. M.\RCH, d i r e c t o r 
of technology, said, “ There has 
been a rising demand for clean­ 
er, higher performance, m o r e 
reliable steels. Vacuum melting 
has provided an answer, but at 
rather high cost and in limited 
tonnage. 
“ The new D-H (Dortmund • 
Horder) process achieves a ma­ 
jor step in the direction of ex­ 
cellent quality at a very modest 
increase in cost over air melt­ 
ed steels.” 


C. D. Preusch, development 
engineer, presented evidence in 
terms of macro-etch, magniflux, 
gas content and other tests to 
demonstrate the improvement in 
quality of both electric furnace 
and open hearth steels. 
Dr. A. M. Aksoy, chief metal­ 
lurgist of the Sanderson - Hol­ 
comb Works at Syracuse, N. Y., 
reviewed other vacuum process­ 
es to provide a clearer idea of 
the place of the new process in 
steelmaking. 
The D-H vacuum treatment 
equipment, the first of its kimi 
in North America and largest 
such unit in the world, was in­ 
stalled at Crucible’s M i d l a n d 
Works, and began experimental 
operation last October. 


Since that time, Cnicible’s 
technical team has been evalu­ 
ating its effects on carbon, al­ 
loy and specialty steels. It was 
built by the Lectromelt Division 
of thp McGraw-Edison Co. of 
Pittsbuigii, under l i c e n s e of 
Dortmund-Horder Huttenunion of 
Dortmund, West Germany,

If the comprehensive television 
coverage of the space flight story, 
from launching pad to White 
House lawn, proved anything, it 
is that the fu- 
t u r e

af reality. 
This was tele­

Marie Torre 
the ratings attested. It is the edu­ 
cated guess of the American Re­ 
search Bureau that the combined 
TV coverage of the first Ameri­ 
can astronaut’s flight was wit­ 
nessed by 30 million viewers, un­ 
precedented for TV in the morn­ 
ing, a time of day when only 
housewives, shut-ins and the too- 
young-to-understand have easy ac­ 
cess to the TV set 


THE INTENSITY of the aver­ 
age viewer's interest in the space 
story could not be measured, but 
no observer of sane mind could 
have been less than thrilled. 
No suspense play, no gripping 
Western could have approached 
the incredible tension that mount 
ed as astronaut Alan B. Shepard 
Jr. stood poised for the epic flight 
and the final countdown 
In the CBS screening room 
where we viewed the launching, 
along with colleagues and trades 
men, there was a jubilant out 
burst whefi Shepard sent along 
word that everything was A-okay 
One imagines that the same 
happened before every other TV 
aet in the country. 
One also imagines that the TV 
industry's esteem jumped at least 
a half dozen notches, if only for 
the reason that the networks were 
willing to assume the high cost 
($350,000, not to mention the use 
of $3 million worth of broadcast­ 
ing equipment) of bringing into 
every TV-equipped home a vital 
American story that otherwise 
might have been a remote exper­ 
ience. 


RESPONDING to the continu­ 
ing interest in the story, the net­ 
works focused their cameras on 
Shepard’s arrival at the White 
House, capturing every interesting 
detail of the meeting with Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, even the view of 
little Caroline looking on from the 
balcony of her nursery. 
This, the press conference and 
the coverage of the tumultuous 
parade that welcomed the hero 
made first-rate television. 
“This,” people were saying, “is 
what television was made for.” 
This, we might add, is free tele­ 
vision’s greatest strength against 
pay television. 
Incidentally, CBS* coverage of 
the space story last Friday, both 
in the morning and the evening, 
attracted the largest audiences, 
upsetting NBC’s news supremacy 
for the first time since the poli­ 
tical conventions. 
How come? Nobody knows for 
sure. unless it was because of the 
absence of the NBC news twins 


— Chet Huntley and Dave Brink­ 
ley. 


FCC CHAIRMAN Newton N. 
Minow urged viewers, especially 
parents, to express their opinions 
to stations and networks when­ 
ever they feel there is too much 
emphasis on violence. Writing in 
a TV Guide article, Mr. Minow 
said, “As a father of three little 
girls, I think too many programs 
teach our youngsters that the so­ 
lution to most problems is a punch 
in the jaw or a bullet in the 
belly.” . . . 
Color programming on NBC will 
be increased 60 per cent in the 
new season. . . . 
A surprise casting note is the 
scheduled appearance of Sam Lev- 
enson on “The Jack Pa ar Show” 
next Thursday. Levenson, you may 
remember, was chided publicly by 
Paar during the wrangle with Sul­ 
livan. . . . ABC, much criticized 
for its decision to expand station 
breaks from 30 to 40 seconds (for 
the purpose of accommodating 
more advertising, naturally), has 
drawn support from its TV affili 
ates. According to an announce­ 
ment from Washington, 95 per 
cent of the ABC affiliates polled 
on the matter have agreed to go 
along with the policy.

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(Crucible 'Shows Off ’ Its D-H Unit 


A demonstration of the first 
D-H vacuum treatment unit in 
America was held late Thurs­ 
day morning at the M i d I a n d 
Works of the Crucible Steel Co. 
for some 50 members of the 
press. 
Its importance to users of spe­ 
cialty steels was discussed dur­ 
ing a technical session in the 
afternoon at the Beaver Valley 
Country Club, Beaver Falls. 
During the plant tour, visitors 
saw a 170 * ton heat of open 
hearth steel processed through 
the unique unit, which improves 
the quality of steels by remov­ 
ing harmful impurities. 


E. A 
MARCH, d i r e c t o r 
of technology, said. “There has 
been a rising demand for clean­ 
er, higher performance, m o r e 
reliable steels. Vacuum melting 
has provided an answer, but at 
rather high cost and in limited 
tonnage 
“The new D-H (Dortmund - 
Horder) process achieves a ma­ 
jor step in the direction of ex­ 
cellent quality at a very modest 
increase in cost over air melt­ 
ed steels.” 


C. D. Preusch, development 
engineer, presented evidence in 
terms of macro-etch, magniflux, 
gas content and other tests to 
demonstrate the improvement in 
quality of both electric furnace 
and open hearth steels. 
Dr. A. M. Aksoy. chief metal­ 
lurgist of the Sanderson - Hol­ 
comb Works at Syracuse, N. Y., 
reviewed other vacuum process­ 
es to provide a clearer idea of 
the place of the new process in 
steelmaking, 
The D-H vacuum treatment 
equipment, the first of its kind 
in North America and largest 
such unit in the world, was in­ 
stalled at Crucible’s M i d l a n d 
Works, and began experimental 
operation last October. 


Since that time, Crucible’s 
technical team has been evalu­ 
ating its effects on carbon, al­ 
loy and specialty steels. It was 
built by the Lectromelt Division 
cf th** McGraw-Edison Co. of 
Pittsbuigh, under l i c e n s e of 
Dortmund-Horder Huttenunion of 
Dortmund, West Germany. 


TMO CHARTERED b u s e s 
from Pittsburgh arrived in Mid­ 
land a few minutes after IO a rn. 
Visitors were given a welcome. 
an introduction to the Midland 
Works and a brief description 
of the unit at the Gengerella & 
Sons building on Midland Ave. 
Company officials attending 
included L. L. Ferrall, execu­ 
tive vice president; George M. 


Burrier, works manager, a n d 
W. E. Gregg, vice president of 
operations. William C. K o 11- 
mann, superintendent of th e 
melt shop, gave a description 
of the unit. 
After the demonstration at the 
D-H unit, vacuum arc melting 
facilities were inspected at the 
Titanium division. There, visit­ 
ors also saw a sample ingot of 
titanium that is used in the gov­ 
ernment’s Mercury project. 
The tour was completed about 
12:45 p. rn. The group then went 
to Beaver Falls for a luncheon, 
the technical session and a buf­ 
fet dinner.
